F T~ II ERE AS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
1/ Laws relating to County Prisons in Ireland: Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and the Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “The County Prisons SI ‘ ort 'Tlik-. 
Consolidation Act (Ireland), I860.”

if in any Case he shall be absent for a Night without such Permission, 
and from unavoidable Necessity, he shall enter the Pact aud the 
10 Cause thereof in his Journal. 

CIII. In respect of the Prisoners in the Charge of the Governor 
of any County Prison, he shall have Power to hear all Complaints 
touching any of the following Offences; (that is to say,) Disobedience 
to any of the Rules of the Prison ; Assaults by one Person confined 
15 in such Prison upon another, when no dangerous Wound or Bruise is 
given ; whistling, talking, making great Noise, profane cursing and 
swearing, any indecent Behaviour, and any irreverent Behaviour at 
Chapel, all of which are declared to be Offences by this Act, if 
committed by any Description of Prisoners; breaking Windows, or 
20 otherwise injuring the Prison, or any Part of the Furniture thereof; 
injuring or destroying Prison Clothing; Absence from Chapel without 
Leave ; Idleness or Negligence in Work, or wilful Mismanagement of 
it ; and the Governor may examine any Person touching such 
Offences, and may determine thereupon, and may punish all such 
25 Offences by ordering the Offenders respectively to close Confinement 
in the refractory or solitary Cells, and by keeping them upon Bread 
and Water only, for a Term not exceeding in any Instance Three 
Days. 

CIV. The Governor of every County Prison shall keep a Book, 
30 to be called “ The Punishment Book,” and to be in such Form as the 
Inspectors General of Prisons shall direct, in which shall be recorded 
all Punishments inflicted upon any Prisoner under his Control by his 
own or any other legal Authority, and in such Minute shall be stated 
the Nature and Extent of such Punishment in each particular Case. 

35 CV. The Governor of every County Prison shall keep a Journal, 
in which he shall enter all such Matters as he is by this Act directed to 
enter therein, and all such other Matters as may appear to him, in the 
Course of his Duty, deserving of Observation, particularly such as 
relate to the Health, Discipline, or Employment of the Prisoners, or 
40 to the Infringement, from whatever Cause, of any of the Prison. 
Rules, and he shall sign the same; and this Journal shall be laid

CVI. The Governor shall keep no Prisoner under , his Charge in 
Irons, except in case of urgent and absolute - Necessity ; and the 
Particulars of every such Case shall be entered by the Governor 5 
in Iris Journal and Punishment Book, and Notice thereof forthwith 
given to Two Members of the Board of Superintendence ; and the 
Use of Irons shall not be continued in the Case of any Prisoner

The Governor of every County Prison shall be responsible for 
the Execution of every Sentence of Hard Labour within the Prison, 
and shall, previously to the First Day of every Assizes, make out a 
true Return in Writing, and signed b}' him, in the Form in the 35 
Schedule (C.) to this Act annexed, or in such other Form as may be 
approved by the Lord Lieutenant, of all Persons in. his Custody who 
have been sentenced to any Description of Hard Labour at any 
previous Assizes, specifying the Manner in which such Sentences 
have been carried out, the particular Species of Labour in which 40 
such Prisoners have been employed, and the average Number of

such Return shall be also signed by the Local Inspector, or by One

CXI. The Governor shall not employ any Prisoner as a domestic Governor 
Servant, or in any Trade, Occupation, or Employment whatsoever, 
save such as may be ordered by the Board of Superintendence soners for 
for the general Advantage of the Prison ; nor shall he permit any 
20 Prisoner to be so employed, nor shall the Governor, nor any 
Person in trust for him, nor any Officer of the Prison, have any 
private Advantage or Benefit from the Sale or letting of any 
Article to or by dealing with any Prisoner ; he shall not let for 
Hire or Emolument to any Person any Room or Portion of any

or otherwise ; he shall, as far as possible, take care that no Officer 
of the Prison shall receive any Money, Fee, or Gratuity for the 
Admission of any Visitors to the Prison or to the Prisoners, nor 
shall he have directly or indirectly any Interest in any Contract or 
30 Agreement for the Supply of the Prison or the Management or 
repairing of the same.
